Nude. e Parades by Doukhobors in Canada have 


On their way -towards: Nelson 
drawing an auto load of effects by 
shoulder straps, Doukhobors from 
Porto Rico, some twenty — miles 
south of Nelson, are trudging: along 
the highway. They are sympathi- 
zers of the 117 Sons of Freedom 
thrown into all Saturday, for nude 
parading. 

Little proyress: has been made to- 
wards bringing thoso in jai),to trial, 
It will take several days before 
commitments can be completed. The 
Doukhobors in jail are apparently 
happy and are chunting their feli- 
gious songs continuously. 

Nelson jail to-day is filled to over- 
flowing. On Sunday 117 men and 
women, allegedly’Sons and Daugh- 
ters of Freedom, cast aside their 
garments and staged a nude parade, 
This led.to a fight of about three- 
quarters of an hour with eighteen 
provincial police officers and the 
freedom of the paraders ended when |- 
they were loaded into motor trucks 
and autos and packed in the jail. 
The parade is reported to have been 
headed by Pete Maloff and. “Old 
Bottlenose,” a woman fanatic. 

The parade, which began at 
Thrums, sixteen miles from ‘here, 
was partly a protest against ex- 
pulsion of Sons of Freedom from 
the Doukhobor communities by or- 
thodox leaders. .Some of the free- 
domeloving folk are said to have 
Communist leanings, too, and it is 
possible that May Day struck them 
as a suitable time for their clothes- 
less celebration. Apart from this, { ' 
however, parading in the nude is an 
old custom among Ene. ‘Sons of 

Freedom. 

Expecting trouble, . Inspector 
'| Forbes Cruickshank and Staff Ser- 
geant Stephenson stationed their 
provincial officers at Shore Acres; 
about five miles from Thrums. A 
motorcycle officer was sent along 
the highway.

RISKY GAMBLE ‘ON THE 
REFORMS — 


Mr, ©. F. Andrews arrived at 
Tilbury from India on May 6 on the 
Maloja.___He | left ‘England last 
November ‘for South Africa to-take’ 
part-in. negotiations concerning In- 
diana in South Africa, and his 
original plan was then. to go on via 
Bombay to, China, where he would 
join the Dean of Canterbury, Dr, 
Hewlett Johnson, in his investiga. 
tlons in the flooded areas, 

“But when I reached India,” ‘he 
explained, ' “I found the situation 
so critical that I was advised by ail 
my friends, Indian’ and European, to 
postpone my visit to China. Fort 
the present I must. tell what I have 
seen in India.” 

Mr. Andrews in the last few 
weeks has travelled over the whol 
of the North of India. Everywhere, 
e said, even. among “the most 
moderate, there Is a feeling that 
things have gone wrong. Discontent 
is universal, The Government redl- 
ises this, but it is gambling now on 
4 good monsoon and improved 
econamie conditions :to smoothe over 
the discontent. while it proceeds as 
fast as possible with the reforms, 
After this the prisoners may be re- 
leased, ‘there may .be a. general 
amnesty, and all will be well, ac- 
cording to ‘the calculations. 

“But even if their plans work like! 


the reforms cannot come before 
Parliament before April next. year, 
and that would mean no elections in 
India under the new Constitution 
'tiIT October, 1933, Are they going 
to renew the ordinances (which 
were imposed as a temporary emer- 
gency measure) and , keep Mr. 
Gandhi and all the independent lead- 
ers of the’ country in prison for 
another ' year or 18 months? The 
one thing that everybody in ‘India 
knows is that Gandhi {s in prison, 
and, the longer he is in prison the 
greater the discontent will be. 
“Amritsar Atmosphere.” 


“The risk is enormous, If the 
ordinances are renewed for another 
six months in June there can hardly 
be any question that the police will 
get gut of hand more and more. 
I’ have “already come across many 
worse cases than that of, Dr. ‘For- 
yester-Paton, and ‘an ‘Amritsar’ at-| 
mosphere, even if there. is no 
Amritsar incident, is developing, 

“It is quite useless to send over, 
time after time, the information 
‘that things are getting better. Out- 
wardly, there may seem to be a 
pause, but it is like the hush before 


a. storm,’ not a pause. that denotes 
fair weather “ahead. If there were 


{any outbreak of police cruelty the 
storm would break immediately.””
